FORTY PROCLAIMED CHRIST
AS SAVIOR AT CLOSE
OF SERVICE.

STORY OF HIiS LIFE

Was Very Touching and Many
Tears Shed—Subject “Jesus
Passing Through Jericho.”

Although the sky was very threat-
ening last plght and for a time the
rain rell in torrents, 1,200 hundred
pecple went to the tent to hear Rev.
B. F. McLsndon tell the story of his
converslon.  When he findshed 1t
looked as If there was not a dry eye
in the audience and on iovitation 40
confessed Christ as their Saviour.

The subject of the sermon last night
was “Jegus Passing Through Jerl-
cho,"” and is In substance as follows:

“It was a wanderful moment in
the city when Jesus passed through
Its gates, more wonderful than the
people realized.
only been open, Jerlcho would have
give a different reading for its his-
tory. He came to the clty, passed
through the city and the people did
not understand .

“"There was one man who embraced
this opportunity and his name was
Zaccheus. 1 believe he was an In-
telligent, honest, earnest seeker after
Jepus Christ. 1 am not so sure that
he did not hear John answer the
question that Isaae had asked 1,700
years previous to that time when he

sald, ‘Father where Is the lamb.” 1
belleve Zaccheus was slanding on the
bank of the .Jordan and heard

John say, 'Behold the Lamb of God
that taketh away the sin of the world.'

“Zaccheus wought Jesus. He
sought and evory man that finds will
have to seek and no man finds with-
out seeking, and what Is not worth
seeking will never be found.

Here the evangellst explained what
it meant to seek Gad. He said that
Zuccheus was handicapped and was a
jewel In an unllkely place, separated
from decent people by his calling. He
was not only handicapped In his pos-
ition but was handicapped in his
birth. He was p small man, he was
clrcumscribed, he was a dwarf. And
there are hundreds of people today
that arg handicanped in their birth.
Children that are born of half damn-
ed parents. God pity the children
who are brought into the world by
nicotine, whiskey nolsoned parents.

Well thaak
God they cun bg born again and born
rlght. Jesus can do ft.

He told them what
he knew about cards and the things
that he gave up in a life of sin to be
a Christlan.

SOUTH HOLDS RECORD
IN BOYS GORN CLUB

President of Southern Railway
Comments on Poszibilitiss Be-
fore the South.

Washington, June 16.—Comment-
lng on the record of Boy's Corn clubs
throughout the United States for the
season of 1914 just nublished by the
United States department of agricul-
ture, President Harrison of South-
ern Rallway company said:

“As In each former yerr since the
inzuguration of the Boy's Corn clubs
the champlonship has gone to the
south, having been won by Carl
Uraves, at Soso, Mississippi, with
the production of 202 bushels of corn
on a single acre at the remarkable
low cost of 14.56 cents per bushel.
The highest record made by any boy
outside of the south was by a Penn-
sylvania boy who made 148 bushels
&t a cost of 26.7 cents per bushel.
This record was exceeded by ten of
the first and second prize winning
boys In the south. The average yield
per acre made by thg winners of the
firat and second prizes lu the siates
of Virginila, North Caroilna, South
Caroling, Georgls, Alabama, Ken-,
tucky and Tennessee was 159.26 bush-
els, as compared with an average of
104.22 by the prize winners in the
northern, central and western states.
Taken Into consideration with the
records of previous years these fig-
ures show that, with the adoption of
proper cultural methods, the south
can be made the greatest corn pro-
ducing section of the United States.”
